SPARKS FROM MARK: 

Last week in "Sparks", I talked about the origins 
of the words Liturgy and Church. This week I 


would like to focus more on that of Church. 
Churches are signs of the pilgrim church on 
earth; they are images that proclaim the 
heavenly Jerusalem, places in which are 
actualized the mystery of the communion 
between God and ourselves.

In this week's America Magazine, there is an 
article titled "Contemporary Catholics on 
Traditional Devotions" which talks about how 
young American Catholics are looking and 
searching for a greater sense of the mystery of 
Christ in the Church and in their lives. They are 
hungering for a glimpse or a taste of the 
Mystery of Christ that comes through 
experiencing and praying with some of the 
devotions within our Catholic faith, i.e. Rosary, 
Stations of the Cross and Adoration of the 
Blessed Sacrament. 

In reading the article, I was struck by the 
hungering for the sacred through the images of 
art, which can draw one into the heart of Jesus. 
One of my favorite places to visit is Rome 
because of the "sacred art" which has become 
such a fundamental focus to the many parishes. 
Churches, and Basilicas in Rome and the 
surrounding areas. The sacred art seizes ones 
heart, ones faith, as it tells the story of the living 
Christ and the many martyrs and saints who 
have become the living stones of the Church. 

I think it hard at times to sense that mystery of 
Christ at least through the image of sacred art in 
our parishes Western South Dakota. It was 
interesting in visiting with Msgr. O'Connell 
several weeks ago, his comment that our 
parishes in the diocese have not done much with 
sacred art as a way to draw one into the mystery 
or that transcendence of Christ. That is what 
some of our young American Catholics are 
longing and hungering for, images and 
devotions that draw them into the sacred. 

I like what St. Augustine has to say when it 
comes to beauty, "beauty is a key to the mystery 
and a call to the transcendence". The document, 
Rite of Dedication of a Church and Altar says 
that "the very nature of the Church demands that 
it be suited to sacred celebrations, dignified, and 
evincing a noble beauty, not merely costly 
display, and it should stand as a sign and 
symbol of the heavenly realities".

Scripture 

- I will espouse you to me forever: I will 
espouse you in right and injustice, in love and 
in mercy; I will espouse you in fidelity, and you 
shall know the LORD. (Hosea 2:18,19) 

- Merciful and gracious is the LORD, slow to 
anger and abounding in kindness. (Psalm 103:8) 

- Not that of ourselves we are qualified to take 
credit for anything as coming from us; rather, 
our qualification comes from God, (2 
Corinthians 3:5) 

- Likewise, no one pours new wine into old 
wineskins. Otherwise, the wine will burst the 
skins, and both the wine and the skins are 
ruined. Rather, new wine is poured into fresh 
wineskins." (Mark 2:22) 

Reflection 

- God is described as acting with right, justice, 
love, mercy, and fidelity towards you. Is there 
any other way that you would desire God to act 
towards you? 

- Do you believe that God is "slow to anger 
and rich in kindness?" 

- Can anyone love without being first loved? 
("no one pours new wine into old wineskins") 

Is it possible for love and mercy to enter the 
world outside of God? 

- What is the last act of love or mercy that you 
have given, received, or witnessed? 

It is in our interest to love Him. In fact if we do 
not succeed in falling in love with God in the 
course of our life we are lost. Without love we 
are incomplete, immature, bored, without 
paradise. Indeed we could unhesitatingly 
establish the equation: love of God equals 
peace, joy, happiness, faithfulness, exaltation, 
paradise; not loving God equals war, 
unhappiness, loneliness, sterility, death, hell. . . 

. The love of God constrains us to become like 
God, similar to God with the tastes of God. 
There is no escape. If God loves light then we 
too must love light. If God forgives then we too 
must forgive. If God dies for love then we too 
must be prepared to die for love. (Carlos 
Carretto - The Desert in the City, pp. 58,59)
